During the past summer, the min- 
ister reported, valuable work was 
done in conserving and developing 
natural resources in the primary in- 
dustries of forestry, mining and 
prospecting. More than 6,000 young 
men enrolled in these divisions. 

Industrial training will concen- 
trate where there will be an in- 
creased demand for skilled workers 
in war contract work. particularly 
in metal working trades, Meantime, 
training classes for rural young 
people in a wide range of subjects 
pertaining to agriculture and rural 
homecraft are proceeding.

A Deadlock cin India 


The Canadian pattern of self-govern- 
Ment does not seem to be working very 
well in India. Britain being too busy with 
the war to continue the rather unpromis- 
ing attempt to reconcile the irreconcil- 
able, the Congress party refuses to oper- 
ate the machinery already established. 
Five provincial governments resigned, 
and when the Viceroy proposed to compro- 
mise, by putting both Congress and Mos- 
lem representatives on the executive coun- 
cil of the central ministry, this was re- 
jected. The country is thus automatically 
returned to arbitrary rule, with little pro- 
mise that democratic institutions can be 
developed until the war ends. 

The root of the trouble is of course 
the age-long cleavage between Hindu and 
Moslem, a cleavage heavily charged with 
very positive antagonism, which at reli- 
gious festivals and on other inviting occa- 
sions breaks into fierce street fighting. 

Gandhi and his associates appear to be 
sensible of the difficulties of the British 
Government, and are hardly likely to 
carry their protest against the postpone- 
ment of India’s political problem to the 
point of agitation against the “paramount 
power”. Nor are the Moslem leaders con- 
ducting an anti-British movement. 

The fact seems to be that either party 
would rather have India ruled directly by 
British officials than ruled by the other 
faction. Which is no doubt good for India, 
but does not brighten the prospect for 
setting up there a smooth working parlia- 
mentary system on the federal scale. 

Rather the situation suggests that 
“home rule for India’’ cannot be imposed 
at a stroke and as a full-fledged “national” 
set-up. The inconvenient fact is there is 
no “nation” to start with, but an innum- 
erable number of races, sects and cliques, 
each steeped in its own traditions and pre- 


judices, and with little consciousness of 
any community of interest with the 
others. 


Popular government never yet flour- 
ished anywhere in such an atmosphere.

Japan Is Warned 


The United States, through its ambassador in 
Tokyo, has issued an amazingly blunt warning 
to Japan, though in the rush of these times it 
has been widely overlooked. It has said, in plain 
terms, that the United States does not propose to 
be driven out of China to suit the Japanese plans 
for dominating Asia. Merely because the other 
powers interested in China, chiefly Britain and 
France, are preoccupied in Europe, Japan is not 
going to have her own way in the Orient. 

This sudden and unexpected statement by 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew seems to mark a 
sharp shift in American foreign policy. In recent 
times it had seemed that the United States was 
not ready to involve itself in any large way in the 
affairs of China. Its record of action in China 
since the bombing of the “Panay” has been one 
of conciliation and concession until many Amer- 
ican authorities have looked forward to the day 
when, unwilling to fight for its Chinese invest- 
ments, the United States would be prepared to 
abandon them and get out of Asia. 

The decision of the United States Govern- 
ment to abrogate its trade treaty with Japan 
showed a swift change of policy. Now comes 
Ambassador Grew’s announcement which can 
only mean that the United States plans to use 
all means at its command to protect its invest- 
ments in the Orient—Vancouver Sun, 


On This Date

One hundred years ago today (Nov. 7, 1839), 
aman was released from the jail at Quebec who 
was one of the foremost figures in the public life 
of Lower Canada for nearly 30 years. He was 
Auguste Norbert Morin. He had been among 
those indicted for participation in the rebellion 
in 1837, though he had taken no part therein, 
Save by speech, and had been held without trial 
for the best part of a year; but he stood the or- 
deal with that calmness which marked him and 
later made him one of those who joined La- 
Fontaine in the task of trying to unite the races 
in the province of Canada. 

Elected to the assembly in 1830, he was the 
man who drafted the famous 92 resolutions ask- 
ing political reforms which were passed by th 
Lower Canada legislature in 1834, and he was one 
of the delegates who took these resolutions 
London and pressed on Westminster the need for 
reform lest disaster come. When the two prov- 
inces were united in 1841, Morin was opposed, 
because he regarded the terms as unfair to the 
French element, but he was also “opposed to 
violence” and content to let time have its influ- 
ence and await the day when discrimination 
against the French language would be abandon- 
ed :.

Some cases of heart trouble mean ; 
little. Some mean much. Because 
of this it is hard to write a good 
general article on the treatment of 
heart disorders, 

Furthermore, even in heart de-| 
Tangements which are of a type 
hich may lead to heart failure, | 
there is the modification of the 
Various stages, such as mild, mod- 
erate and severe. 

Cases in the mild stages may need 


little advice; cases of moderate 
severity may get along very well 


by avoiding fatigue, being careful 
what they eat, and not over-exerting 
themselves; and cases in the severe 
Stage may require bed rest and the 
closest supervision of the physician 
Because of the many factors 
to the situat 
each case is actually an indi vidual 
problem, making the giving of gen- 
eral advice difficult. 

However, as I know many read- 
ers are interested in the treatment 
of heart trouble, I shall take up the 
subject. restricting the discussion to 
general advice which would be 


| helpful in almost any heart involve- |

ment of mild or moderate degree, 

Insofar eas the dietary manage- 
ment of heart trouble is concerned, 
the chief thing for the patient to 
bear in mind is to keep the meals 
smell. Three small meals a day are 
preferable to two light ores and one 
heavy meal. No more food should 
be used than the body requires and 
food which are prone to form gas, 
such aS onions, cooked cabbage, 
dried beans, garlic, etc. should be 
avoided. Also, combinations of acid 
fruit with starch, or of sugar with 
starch, should be omitted as these 
particular combinations favor fer- 
mentation with resultant gas. Ex- 
cessive stomach gas may embarrass 
the heart action by causing pres- 
sure 

Simple, easily-digested meals of 
moderate size are best.

The fast is often helpful and a 


short 5-day fast may be tried to 
see how much the patient will 
benefit. While fasting a daily 


enema, and daily warm sponge bath 
should be taken. Fasting is often es- 
pecially good in patients with high 
blood pressure. and also in patients 
who are too heavy as to weight. 

How much the patient should slow 
down his activities depends largely 
upon the case. Patients with heart 
trouble who are able to carry on al 
activities without becom- 
ing short of breath and who show 
no other symptoms, should merely 
be cautioned to avoid undue fatigue. 
and should be warned to stop 
putting forth effort should short- 
ness of breath appear. They are us- 
ually able to keep on with their 
usual routine, 

In these mild cases it.may be best 
if the examining physician says 
nothing about the heart. Too mucn 
mention of the word “heart” may 
turn the patient into a “heart crip- 
ple” by scaring him until he is afraid 
to do anything. There is often the 
danger of the patient believing the 
heart damage to be much worse 
than it is.
